WEST  COAST  TRAFFIC  SITUATION,  WEEK  30,    1 98b-87 


CAR  LOADING  PROGRAM:     The  number  of  cars  allocated  for  loading  on  the  prairies  during 
week  17/  totalled  4,959.     These  were  split  into  4,lb9  cars  for  Board  grains  and  790 

cars  for  non-Board  grains. 

LOADS  FNROUTE:     The  number  of  cars  between  west  coast  elevators  and  prairie  points 
declined  this  week  to  an  average  of  6,134  cars  per  day. 

CARS  ON  HAND:     The  number  of  cars  available  for  unloading  at  west  coast  vards  and 
elevators  averaged  1,432  cars  per  day. 

STOCKS  IN  STORE:     West  coast  grain  stocks  totalled  481,347  tonnes  at  the  end  of  week  30. 
Vancouver  stocks  included  213,554  tonnes  of  wheat,  47,b48  tonnes  of  barley,  83,174  tonnes 
of  rapeseed/canola ,  8,915  tonnes  of  flaxseed  and  7,352  tonnes  of  rye  for  a  total  of 
3b0,643  tonnes  of  grain  and  oilseeds.     Meanwhile,  in  Prince  Rupert  there  were  55,685 
tonnes  of  wheat  and  65,019  tonnes  of  barley  for  a  total  of  120,704  tonnes. 

CAR  UNLOADS:     A  new  record  was  set  at  the  west  coast  as  the  elevators  processed  a  total  o^ 
5,569  cars.     This  total  included  806  cars  unloaded  on  the  weekend,  622  carloads  of 
rapeseed/canola  and  1,314  cars  unloaded  at  Prince  Rupert. 

SHIP  REPORT:  A  total  of  404,010  tonnes  of  grain  were  loaded  to  vessels  in  week  30.  The 
week  closed  with  seven  vessels  loading  and  five  vessels  waiting  for  berths  at  Vancouver. 
There  were  no  ships  loading  or  waiting  at  Prince  Rupert. 

CLEARANCES:     This  week  19  vessels  cleared  the  west  coast  carrying  549,952  tonnes  of 
Canadian  grains.     Two  ships  cleared  Prince  Rupert  carrying  59,050  tonnes  of  wheat.  Total 
clearances  from  the  west  coast  included  353,560  tonnes  of  wheat,  20,840  tonnes  of  durum, 
106,522  tomes  of  barley,  45,813  tonnes  of  rapeseed/canola,  960  tonnes  of  rye  and  22  ,257 
tonnes  of  flaxseed.
